But the Prince, dearly as the gossips love to read about 
him, does not stir up all this curiosity as an individual, so 
much as because he is accepted as the official representative 
of that large and socially important class of Englishmen 
whose profession is amusement.

T is not yet considered respectable 
for an American to neglect to 
justify his existence by some attempt at 
usefulness.

contradict his estimate. The whole story of Gordon-Cum- 
ming’s misconduct illustrates the truth of De Watts’ affir- 
mation that 
Satan finds some evil still 
For idle hands to do. 

Gordon-Cumming seems to have been a man of decent 
instincts whose character rotted through the misapplication 
of his natural energies. His case is by no means the only 
case where corresponding results have followed a similar 
course of life. It was proposed the other day to change the 
rules of the House of Commons for greater convenience and 
celerity in getting rid of members who had fallen into hope- 
less disgrace. Truly these are hard times for the idle English 
Fortunatuses. The only imitation of work that they can be 
put to is fighting. But of late‘ years in England there has 
not been war enough to go around, and “the puppies” keep 
getting into mischief for lack of it. There are two important 
bodies of Englishmen who sorely need an honest job of 
work. One is the submerged tenth, and the other is the fashion- 
able leisure class that includes the Prince of Wales’s set. 

Let us be thankful that our leisure class is still unimpor- 
tant.

IBSEN’S “HEDDA GABLER.” 


INCE we live a very little while and have so many beau- 
tiful things to choose to see and so many pleasant 
people to know, why should an intelligent man deliberately 
select what is unlovely and disagreeable? And yet a consid- 
erable number of intelligent people are of choice reading 
Ibsen’s ‘‘ Hedda Gabler,” and they believe that they find in it 
an unusual amount of mental sustenance. We do not live 
for pleasant sensations, they say, but for truth, and ere is 
truth that is valuable. It is probable that this point-of-view 
appeals most vigorously to that class of mind which believes 
that it is “literary,” which looks on the spectacle of life as a 
conglomerate of strange things to be classified by their eccen- 
tricities. After a decade of this attitude toward his fellow- 
beings the literary man is apt to consider valuable only what 
is unusual. He has got entirely out of a normal perspective, 
and the impressive pageant of an army of people leading 
sane, wholesome, and, in the main, happy lives, is to him the 
least interesting part of the picture.

For it 
is difficult to recall a more telling exposure of the supreme 
selfishness of the literary point-of-view. There are two auth- 
ors among the dramatzis persone. One of them says of the 
woman who has sacrificed everything for him and has been 
the inspiration of his best work, “ It is the courage of life and 
the defiance of life that she has snapped in me,’—and then 
protests that he is not “ heartless.” The other man of letters 
is perfectly joyous when he hears that his wife has burned 
the manuscript of his rival and friend—because she tells him 
that she “could not bear the idea that anyone else should 
put you into the shade.” This he considers a final proof of 

her love, and is elated accordingly.

New Train to the West via Pennsylvania 
Railroad. 

In order to increase its present superb facilities be- 
tween New York and Chicago, the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company will, on June 7th, place in service an 
additional fast express train between these points.
